HAVE already conſider'd it as a matter 
1 of Wonder, that ſuch a one as Paul the 
aged was ſo deſirous of winning Chriſt, 
and being found in him at Death.

We have no more Con- 
cern in his Death than Abels, who was the 
firſt Perſon that died, as Cain was the firſt 
Man that was born; nor could the Blood of 
the one have ſpoke better things than that of 

Rr us: But 
here is the great Article, that he was deliver'd 
for our Offences. 

This Declaration is the everlaſting Goſpel, the 


Doctrine of Heaven—Tis preach'd and ſung by 


the whole Aſſembly above; To him that loved 


i. 5. ws, and waſhed us from our Sins in his own Blood, 


to him be Glory. To this, as the Pillar and 
Ground of Truth was our Apoſtle a faithful 
Witneſs, And yet a Doctrine which he never 
forgot in all his Life, fixes itſelf with a great

And receive that Crown upon their Heads, 
which they have trampled under their Feet! 
How ſhould the Son of God be their Saviour, 

Heb x. zo. Who has been their Scorn ? Or that Righteouſ- 
neſs any thing to them, which they have count- 
ed an unboly thing? Being found in him, is the 
cloſing Article: With that Believers go out of 
the World in his Name, and have an abun- 
dant Entrance into his Joy.
